The above represents only a portion of the County 
Attorney’s work during the past year, which has in- 
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cluded numerous consultations on various aspects of 
criminal problems, review of all untimely deaths and a 
host of administrative duties. 

1962 saw an increase in the incidence of felonies in 
the County. My recommendations for sentencing have 
reflected my conviction that more adequate sanctions 
are required to discourage and deter the further in- 
cidence of such serious criminal conduct. 


The continued substantial number of deaths resulting 
from reckless driving is a particular cause for concern. 
In these matters I have followed the previously estab- 
lished patterns of recommendations for sentence. Here 
again, it is my belief that more stringent penalties are 
called for to deter the potential offender from driving 
recklessly. 


After spending two years attempting to administer 
the sexual psychopath law, I am persuaded that our 
whole statute on this subject needs a careful review and 
revision. This would be an appropriate matter for legis- 
lative consideration. The definitions, especially, need 
clarification and the treatment facilities a re-examina- 
tion. 


There are currently pending two civil actions, both 
involving aid to destitute families, to wit: County of 
Merrimack vs. Town of Derry and County of Merrimack 
vs. Town of Northwood. I’m sure the best interests of 
all would be served by some reasonable compromise of 
these cases. 

In retiring at this time as County Attorney, I express 
my gratitude for the privilege of serving in this capacity. 
lt has afforded me a special insight into the functions of 
County Government, which I have found to be eminently 
sound.

To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


We hereby submit our Annual Report of activities 
here at the Merrimack County Nursing Home, Farm, 
House of Correction and Jail for 1962. 


During 1962, we continued to have an increase of 
Maximum Bed-Care Patients and our Professional and 
Non-Professional Staff have done a fine job in caring 
for these Senior Citizens. 


During the year, your Institution purchased 20 Com- 
plete Hi-Lo Beds; and 25 Mattresses for further comfort 
of our Senior Citizens. 


As Administrator of your County Institution, I still 
feel that two basic requirements must be met. First, 
those people entrusted to his care must have the best 
environment that available facilities allow. Secondly, 
the cost of maintaining an Institution of this kind must 
be borne largely by the Tax Paying Citizens of Merri- 
mack County. As Administrator, I again would like to 
emphasize that the Patient and the Tax Payer with their 
respective best interests, are sound ground on which to 
build Institutional practices. I think this has proven 
out in the fact that during the last five (5) years, the 
cost to Merrimack County for operations has been 
reasonable, as the following shows:

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During the year 1962, our Farm Program was a suc- 
cessful one, showing a profit of $10,127.91. A Summary 
of the Farm Account is included in this Report. We are 
pleased that our Dairy Herd, under the D.H.LR., Pro- 
gram, has an average of 14,098 pounds of Milk and 558 
pounds of Butter Fat. Our Beef Program supplied the 
Farm with 17,067 pounds of dressed beef and 8,195 
pounds of dressed pork. Our crops produced well and 
the Farm Bosses, Mr. Hastings and Mr. Tibbetts, had the 
first crop of hay under cover by June 30th. We have an 
abundance of Silage and Hay to go us until the summer 
of 1963. 


The Merrimack County Home Auxiliary continues to 
do a splendid job by assisting in the Occupational 
Therapy Program. 

We again wish to extend our sincere thanks to the 
various Organizations, Clubs, Churches and Individuals 
for their interest taken in Programs presented, dona- 
tions and other items that have brought many pleasant 
hours to the Residents of the Merrimack County Nursing 
Home.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE AUXILIARY 


During the year 1962, the Auxiliary has worked every 
Wednesday morning at the Home, averaging about 
fifteen members each week. There follows a brief re- 
view of our activities and projects which have been car- 
ried out for the pleasure and interest of the residents 
of the Home and whenever possible, with their participa- 
tion. 

The O. T. Program, the actual making of handcraft 
products by the residents has been amazing, considering 
the handicaps of many of the elderly people. 

The Educational Programs which were initiated this 
year have stimulated interest. About twenty minutes 
each morning is given over to some kind of instructive 
entertainment and on special holidays, we have tried to 
coordinate the program with the day. On St. Patrick’s 
Day, a biographical sketch of the Saint was prepared 
and Irish games and songs played. Memorial Day was 
celebrated with patriotic songs. On another occasion, 
a member instructed the group with a talk on button 
collecting with examples of rare and historic buttons. 
The Boscawen Stamp was shown and its story told. 
Rug hooking was demonstrated and some beautiful rugs 
displayed. A pair of ancient Greek gold cups were 
exhibited, with the story of their discovery. An elderly 
resident of ninety-four delighted the group with the 
recitation of a poem, perfectly memorized and well 
delivered, and an equally elderly and blind resident 
sang us an Irish song in a fine tenor voice. 

In collaboration with the East Concord Garden Club, 
a Garden Therapy Program was started. Annual and 
perennial plants were set out in the courtyard and around 
the driveway. Flower boxes on the mens’ and womens’ 
porches were planted. Some of the residents helped in 
their planting and care. 
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The delight of many residents in the outdoor picnic 
meetings during the Summer made that effort very 
worthwhile. 

The monthly birthday parties were well attended and 
enjoyed by many more than just the group celebrating 
a birthday. The piano playing and old familiar songs 
add to everyone’s pleasure. 

One of our long wished for desires, a kind of library, 
store, magazine rack on wheels to move around the 
wards and corridors, came true in the gift of a grocery 
cart from a Concord supermarket just in time to deliver 
our Christmas presents to each patient. 

From our treasury, we have been able to provide the 
Home this year with four new card tables, one hundred 
folding chairs, three window boxes, four aluminum 
porch chairs and several porch tables. 

The Auxiliary finds its work at the Home most reward- 
ing and we wish to take this opportunity again to express 
our grateful appreciation to Mr. and Mrs. Treloar, Mrs. 
Bryne, the staff and nurses for their immeasurable help 
in our work with the residents.
